Stockmen claim that this grass, 
which is just making its appear- 
ance in this State, will in a few 
years much enhance the value of 
land in Neyada on account of its 
value as a grazing plant. It is said 
that filaree grows in abundance in 
the southern portion of California, 
and the way that it has got a foot- 
hold in. this State is by the seed 
being brought over in the wool of 


bands of sheep. The plant is very 
handy and is said to grow better 
without irrigation than with it. 
Mr. James Nichols, of Mason val- 
ley, and owner of the Jew ranch at 
the upper end of the valley, says 
that he has noticed that on the bar- 
ren; sandy and rocky hills, where 
no water ever reaches except from 
natural sources, the filaree is gain- 
ing quite a foot-hold; also that in 
several other places in the valley 
where the land was supposed to be 
valueless, this plant is growing 
very thriftily.
